Unveiling  ceremonies  for  a 
new  bronze  statue  of  Dr.  Karl 
G.  Measer,  first  president  of 
Brigham  Young  University,  will 
be  conducted  some"  time  this 
month  on  campus. 

Created  by  a Utah  sculptor, 
Ortho  R.  Fairbanks,  the  statue 
will  rest  on  a marble  pedestal 
four  feet  square  and  five  feet^ 
high. 

Fairbanks  Creation 

The  statue  has  been  in  pro- 
cess approximately  two  years, 
according  to  Fairbanks,  and  its 
creation  involved  many  steps. 
First  a scale  model  was  created 
in  a larger  than  life  size  statue. 

Next,  the  face  and  head  were 
moulded  in  ’actual  size  and  the 
entire  statue  was  created  in  full 
| size  in  clay  which  was  then  cov- 
1 ered  by  plaster. 

Plaster  was  then  removed  in 


| sections,  shipped  to  the  Eas 
coast  as  a mould  for  the  fc>ronz< 
i figure.
